MR. TITUS’ EVIDENCE. 


Mr. Titus was sworn, and said :—I live 
at Trenton, and am practising as a solict- 
tor. I recognize the body known to me as 
Edith Gray. She told me that sho was an 
adopted child ot Mr. Sweet; that her 
parents died when she was very young, 
and that she was left with Mr. Sweet to be 
brought up. Her brother says her name 
is Mary Elizabeth Sweet, I have known 
her, to be acquainted with her, about one 
year and three months. 

Coroner—Take your time, now. 

Witness—I met her firatat the residence 
of Joseph Pierson, in October, 1880. I was 
engaged by Mr Pierson professionally, and 
my meeting with her was only casual, I 
never was her guardian legally or practical- 
ly. She was placed at eclool through me.

Deceased had been 
conscious before her death, but she said nor 
thing about the shooting. 

THE POST MORTRM EXSMINATION 
revealed the fact that death was c jused by the 
bullet passing through the brain, The scar as 
of a bullet wound on the breast was not found, 
and it wag the doctor's opinion that Miss 
Thorne was deluded as to what eho said. Rela- > 
tive to the pregnancy of the woman the doctors 
state that sho evidently had never given bith 
to a child, although at first there were doubts 
ubout the matter.

Tho 
grounds upon which actions at law may 
be brought, namely: the violation of a con- 
tract, or for a wrong done, were first 
pointed ont. 

What constitutes a valid contract with a 
consideration, a8 distinot from 
ogreement was pointed vnt ; and following 
this it was shown that all person are com- 
petent to make contracts except infants 
under 21, persons of ansound mind, and, 
under some circumstances, married women 
and corporations. The present state of 
the law, as well the old ecclesiastic law,

form of a contract, ii was shown that, ex- 


cept in a few cases where custom or statu- 
tory enactment lays it down, as in the case 
of promissory notes or mortgages, no par- 
tioular form is necessary, and that even a 
vorbal contract is verfestly valid. In con- 
nection with land, however, contracts must 
be written, and also the obligation to 
answer for the debt of another must be in 
writing.

He 
soomed about to shoot again when the re- 
volver was struck from his hand by Jamos 
Burnside, a‘ photographor of Windsor. 
Others seized him and the police rashed in 
and took him into custody. Meantime 
the Queen's coachman drove on as though 
nothing had happened end reached the 
castle in safety. The crowd attempted to 
take the man from the police. The Eton 
boys cried, “Lynch him,” and a rash was 
made toward the spot whore a handful of 
police protected the would-be assassin. 
Bat a cab was sent for, and the man was 
got eafely away though severely hustled 
It should be stated at once that the osrt- 
ridge ia believed to have been blank, 
though the pistol contained two loaded 
ones. The noise of the shot was very 
slight ; the Queen did not hoar tho explo- 


sion. A few minutes after the Queen des- 
patched the following telegram to 
the Prince of Wales at Marlborough 


“In case exaggerated reports 
should reach you, I telegraphed to say 
that as I drove from tho station here » 
man shot at the carriage, but fortunately 
hort noone. He was instantly seizad. I 
am none the worse.” 

On entering the police station the would- 
be assassin was promp ly placed in the 
dock, while the paniiculire of the case 
wero entered against him. The prisoaer, 
who to all appearances isa thorough crank, 
gave his name as Roderick MeLean, aged 
82. He stated that he was a clerk out of 
employment. He was anatiye of London, 
and was born in Oxford-st. He enid he 
recently came from the South Sea, and 
had been in Windsor a few days only. 
The revolvor was a small German weapon 
of 6 chambers, 2 of which contained em- 
pty cartridges, and two loaded ones. One 
chamber had jast been discharged. Al- 
though diligent search has ben made no 
bullet bas been discovered. Tho news of 
the attempt ccrasioned great excitement 
in London. The Prince of Wales was one 
of the first to hear of the outrage. Mr, 
Gladstone and Sir Wm. Vernor Harcourt. 
who Werein the House at the time, re- 
ceived a telegram from Sir Hy. Poasonby 
giving the particulars of the attempt, and 
stating that Her Majesty was in no way 
suffering from the shock. The news 
spread rapidly in the House of Commons, 
and created a profound senva‘ion. ‘Lhe 
Fremier, with Sir Safford Northcote at 
once sent a telegram to Her Majesty con- 
gratulating ber on her providentis!l es- 


cape. 

rates reports state that McLean had 
been pronounced sane by the doctor who 
examined him in the cell. The weapon 
used was a 6 chambered Colts revolver, of 
American make, McLean said he would not 
have done what he did had he not been 
hungry. It appears, however, that he took 
a hearty meal at a Windsor coffee house 
shortly before the attempt. 

The Daily News says there is a reason 
to believe that there is more in the matter 
than at present appears on the surface,and 
that the vile attempt ia the outcome of 
some plot. It has been rumored that 
after the occurrence a man was heard to 
say, ‘The man is in custody, and bas not 
done it,”’ but this has not yet been report- 
ed to the police. The culprit is said to 
have a far happier appearance when safely 
inside the police stataon than when on the 
way thither.

f THE VIRST ATTRMPT 


wis mado about a week ago, but the in- 
mates of the bonse being alarmed before 
the firo had much progress 
the incipient blaze was oxtinguished with- 
any difficulty. Again on Thursday 
night, as stated in Friday's issue of the 
Onrarto, a second unsuccessfal attompt 


made 


was made to firo his shop and dweiling ; 
bat this morning at three o'clock the de- 
siros of tho anknowa toceadiary wore grate 
ied. Mr. Canniff, since tho firat attempt 
| was made, had taken every precaution to 
guard ogainst a firs gaining any headway, 
and to tbat ead safely barred all the doora 
lyading to the grocery and kitohon, and had 
looks pat on the barn and store house 
doors. Besides thie, he says, ho felt loss 
danger after the Onranto exposed the ne- 
farious conduct in such condemnatory 
terms, but his fancied seonrity was mig- 
pluced. Elis enemy, whoever he may be, 
was determined to carry out his purpose, 
and, as above remarked, at au early hour 
this morning made a eure thirg of it, The 
success of the incendiary, wo trust, will be 
followed by af equally successfal d scovery 
and arrest of the criminal. 
THE ¥IRE THIS MORNING 


Two young mon living near Mr. Canniff 
were the first to notice the fire this morn- 
ing. It wes, when they saw it, confined 
to the cide of tho store-honse, a small 
frame building, justin rear of the grocery. 
They informed Mr, C. that the whole sido 
of the Luilding was saturated with oil, and 
tho flames, therefore, made great progress. 
The inmates of the hsuse—Mr. Canniff, 
his wife and Mrs. Mallory—wore at once 
aroused. But the fire had by this time 
crept on to the kitchen and filled the 
houre w.th amoke, so that the inmates 
wore obliged to descen] through a front 
window oo to the roof of the verandah and 
then down a ladder to the street. Mrs. 
Malleny (who by the way,is Mrs. Cannifl's 
mother) was the first one up stairs who 
heard the men crying “fire” outside, and 
she atonce called toMr.Oanniff. Aa already 


stated they had made projparulions for a 
hasty removal, and consequently thei® 
best clothing was packed in teuaks. The 


latter were hurriedly thrown out of the 
window to the street. and us Mr. Canniff 
was propariog to leave te room up stairs 
wilh their contents to the merey of the 
flimes, Mre. Mallory shoutcd to bim to get 
her dress, hunging in the bidroom, which 
had about $26 in the pocket. He crept on 
his hands and knees back again to the bed- 
room, with the flimes rapid'y destroying 
overything on all cides of him, aad found 
the dress; butin carryiag t out on his 
arm the purse dropped out and was barned 
In the meantime a large number of neigh- 
bors had smashed in the shop door and 
were making every exertion to save a por- 
tien of the stock at least, but they did not 
make much headway bofore the fire 
drove them from the premisos. All of the 
furniture and household effects were de- 
stroyed. The horse and cutter in the barn 
wero safely taken out, but Mr. Canniff in 
attempting to remove the animal received 
a sharp kick on tho right leg, which con- 
fines him to his bed to-day, where he is 
likely to remain for some time. As there 
was no one dispatched to give the alarm 
when the fire was first noticod, the firemen 
did not arrive at the scene uatil the house 
and barn were almost redaced to ashes. 
No. 2 Engine received water from the 
Grand Trunk sheds and extinguished the 
fire in the sheds adjoining,that had caught, 

William Mills, a breakman on the G, 
T. R., living in the rough oast house ad- 
joining Canniff's grocery, was aso burned 
out, but he was fortunate enough to save 
his furniture. This bonse ani the barn 
used by Mr, Janniff were owoed by H. H 
Warren of Montreal. 

Conductor McAdoo’s barn was buraed, 
but his loas will not be heavy.

ABOUT MARRIAGES, 

The duty devolving upon ministers to 
registor the marriages solomuized by them 
appears to Lave heon promptly and care- 
fully performed. Twenty countios are, in 
their return of marriages this year, in ad- 
yanco of the previous year, and 19 heve 
deolined in the number of their retarne. 
The largest increaes, 185, is returned by 
the couty of Carleton, and tho county of 
York shows the maximum decrease, 81. 
In the county towns tho inorease this year 
in marriayes is 118—Ottawa loading, with 
83 more than in 1879; and Toronto shows 
the greatest decrease —74. 

ABOUT DEATHS, 

In deaths thirty counties report an in- 
crease, of which the most noticeable are 
the counties of Carleton, Essex, Welling: 
ton, Northumberland and Durhaw (anited) 
and Frontenac; Carleton giving the 
highest of all, an increase of 214, Nine 
counties report a decrease, the return from 
Haron being the largest, namely, 66.

Of all the deaths recorded nearly 28 per 


cent, were under the age of one year, and 
14.6 per cent. were between 1 and 6 years 
of age ; over 37 per cent, being under tho 
age of 5 years ; over 88 per cent. of the 
deaths were of those under 20 years of 
age. The greatest monthly death record 
was in March, and the smallestin June. 
There was the ueual high point in the 
mortality in March, chiefly from lung dis- 
eases and heart diseases, and another in 
August principally fram disepses of the 
bowels and stomach and largely amongst 
infants. 

The largest ,roportion of adults in tho 
yoar were a6 usual caused by consumption 
—or 11, 2 per cent. of the totals, Many 
more females than males died of this 
disease, more ospocially in the period of 
maternity. In some countios two or 
three times as many died of it as in other 
counties. In Lennox, Addington, Loede, 
Grenville and Princo Edward countics the 
mortality from consumption was higher, 
while in grey, Muskoka and Parry Sound 
it was lowest, Next to consumption, in 
proportion of deaths, came old age and 
infantilo debility, but it is etated that with 
“ more carefal diagnosis and greater pre- 
cision in certifying the causes of death,” 
inflammation ot the lungs would probably 
be socond in the list as to the height of its 
mortality. This disease now stands fourth. 
Neat comes diphtheria, causing nearly 60 
per cent, more deaths in 1880 than 1879, 
and being a6 usual much more fatal in 
rural than in urhao distriote.

HOW THE N. P. OPERATES. 

We invite the attention of our local 
contemporary and the farmers of Hast- 
ings the following facts :— 

It can be shown that the $4,000,000 
surplus of which the Finance Minister 
boasts has cost the country at least $9,- 
000,000, In the article of sugar alone, 
in order to collect a tax of $2,500,000, 
the Finance Minister took $4,000,000 
out of the pockets of the people. 

The farmers were promised higher 

prices for their produce prior to the in- 
troduction of ghe N. P. A comparison 
of the Toronto and Chicago markets 
show that no such result has been at- 
tained under the tariff. In September, 
1878, wheat was from ten to thirteen 
cents higher in Toronto than in Chicago, 
oats were eight cents a bushel dearer in 
Toronto, and rye eleven cents. In 
January, 1882, the difference ia the 
price ot wheat was but four cents in 
favor of Toronto, Oats were three 
cents a bushel lower in Toronto than in 
Chicago, rye ten cents, and barley 
twenty #eyen cents. A oompurison of 
tha two markets for a number of yeara 
under each tariff demonstrates beyond 
all possibility that the farmers have 
gained nothing by the taxes upon 
cereals. 


Sir Richard Cartwright, in his ree nt

A TWO MILE WALK UNDER Like 
MICHIGAN, 


Abont the mildle of January the oll tunnel 
under Lake Michigan, for tho water supply of 
Chicago, was pumped out for an examination of 
the mawopry. On the 24th of January Mayor 
Harri+on, with the city engineer and several ret 
porters, walked through tho tunnel to the crib, 
4 distance of two miles, on a tour of inspection. 
Tho bottom of the tunnel at the end is sixty- 
eight feet below the surface of the earth, and 
the party were let down into the great hole at 
2.15 p.m.

The removal 
of the tax on bill stamps, therefore, will 
not benefit the poor man, who finds it a 
difficult matter to earn money enough to 
buy the bread and fuel—both heavily 
taxed—that he needs for his family. 
The Government claim that, by remov- 
ing the duties om tea and coffee, bill 
stamps, dogs, &o., they have obliterated 
all possible opposition to the N. P. and 
paved the way for a sweeping victory 
next June, or whenever Sir Jobn pleas- 
es to dissolve the present Parliament. 
The masses, who can live very well 
without tea, coffee, bill stamps and dogs, 
cannot see matters in the same light.

MARKET FEES, 
Full Text of the Act Passed at the Late | 
Session of the Legislature. 


THK MBARURR To TAKE RPPECT NEXT | 


MonTH, 

Following 18 the complete texto! the Act 
respecting Market Pees tianlly passed by 
the Looal Legislature on the 10¢h inst. It 
in neodless to allude to the importance of 


tho mensure, and the interest it has, not 
only for every municipality in the proviace, 
bat also for every farmer ana pro luce 
dealor :— 


1, Notwithstanding anything in The 
Mupiocipal Act, ' or amendmonts theroto,or 
any by-law, rulo, or regulation of any 
municipality, or apy usage or ouslom, it 
shall not, after the first dayof April, one 
thousand eight hondred and eighty-two, 
be lawful for any municipality, or the of- 
floors or servants thereof, to impose, lovy, 
orcollect a market fee upon apy wheat, 
barloy, rye, corn, oats, or upon any other 
grain, or upon apy bayor other seed, or 
wood, lambor, Iath, or shingles, or cord- 
wood or other firewood,or upon hay,straw, 
or other fodder, that may be brought to 
market or to the market place for gale or 
othor disposal, or upon the person bring- 
ing, or the vehicle io which the samo is or 
shall be bonght: 

(L.) No market fee shall be charged, 
levied, or imposed upon orin respect of 
butter, eggs, or poultry brought to mar- 
ket, or upon the markot place, for sale, 
unless a convenient and fit place in which 
to offer or expose the same for sale shall 
be provided by the municipality, which 
shall afford eheltor in summer, and shel- 
ter and resonable protection from the 
cold in winter, 

2, When the vendor of any article 
brought within the municipslity in pur- 
suance of a prior contract for the sale 
thereof proceeds directly to the place of 
delivery thereo!, under such contract with- 
out hawking the same upon the streets or 
elsewhere inthe municipality, it shall not 
be lawful to impose, levy, or collect a mar- 
ket feo thereon, or in respect therof, or on 
the vehicle io which the same is 60 
brought. 

2. Whero there is no prior contract as 
mentioned in the previous section, no 
market foo shall bs imposed, levied, or 
collected upon or in respect of any article 
brought into any municipality after the 
honr of ten o’clok in the forenoon, nor on 
or in respect of any vehicle in which such 
article is so brought, uolesa such article is 
affered or exposed for sale upon the mer- 
ket place of such municipality. 

8. No by-law shat! require hay, straw, 
or other fodder to be weighed, or wood to 
be measured, where neither the vendor 
nor purchaser desires to have the same so 
weighed or measured. 

4. Alter nine o'clock in the forenoon 
between the first day of April and the first 
day of November, and after ten o'clock in 
the forenoon between the firet Noyember 
and the first day of April, no person shall 
be compelled to remain on any market 
place with any article which he may have 
been expoesng or offering forsale in such 
market place, but may, after the expira- 
tion of such hour, proceed to sell such 
article elsewhere than in or on said mar- 
ket place: Provided that such person 
has paid the murket fee on or in respect of 
such article, or the vehicle in which the 
same is contained, 

5. No market fees shall be imposed by 
avy municipality higher than those con- 
tained in the following scale :— 

Upon articles brought to the market ia 
a vehicle drawn by two horses, upon 
which fees may be imposed, not more 
than tan cents. 

Upon articles broughi to the market in 
a vehicle drawn by one horse, not more 
than five cents. 

Upon articles brought to the market 
place by hand or in apy basket or vessel, 
not more than two cente. 

Upon or in respect of live stock driven 
to or upon the market place for sale, as 
follows :— 

Every horse, mare, or gelding, not more 
than ten cents, 

Every bead of horned cattle, not more 
than five cents. 

Every sheep, calf, or swine, not more 
than two cents. 

6. No fee sba'l be imposed or levied by 
any municipality for weighing or measur- 
ing greater than as follows : 

For weighing » load of hay, fifteen 
cants. 

For weighing slaughtered meat,or grain, 
or cther articles expostd for sale,under 100 

) lbs., two cents. 2 

Over 100 lbs., and up to 1,000 ibs., five 
cents. 

Over 1,000 Ibs, ten cents, 

For weighing live avimals, other than 
sheep or pigs, per head, three cents. 

Sheep or pigs, if not more than five, per 
head, one cent. 

If less than five, for the lot, four cents. 

For measuring a load of wood, five 
cents, 

7. Subject fo the other provisions of 
this Act‘ the municipality may regulate 
the sale by retail in tue publi streets, or 
on vacant lots adjacont thereto, of any of 
the articles hereinbefore mentioned, and 
may regulate traflic in the streets,and pre- 
vent the blocking up of the eams by vebi- 
oles or otherwise. 

8. The foregoing sections of this Act, 
from one to seyen inclusive, shall not ap- 
ply to avy municipality which shall pass 
and 80 long as it shall keep in force a by- 
law providing that the vondors cf any ar- 
ticles in respect of which a market fee 
may, under the Municipal Acts, be lawful- 
ly impored, may, without payiwg market 
feos, offer for sale and sell or otherwise 
dispose of any such articles at any place 
within the municipality, excepting only at 
and upon the market place or places there- 
of. 

(2) Sach by-law may, neverthologs, pro- 
vide for the imposition and collection of 
market fees from auch vendors of articles 
in respest of which a market foo may now 
be imposed,under the said Municipal Acts, 
as shall voluntarily use the market placo 
for the purpose of selling such articles ; | 

(8) And such by-law may also provide 
for the imposition upon, and collection of, 
market fees from any person who shalt re- 
main or cause bis y ehiclo to remain upon 
that part of any stroetimmediatoly adjoin- 
ing or surrounding or being within one 
hundred yards of the nfarket place, for the 
purpose of selling upon such street or 
stroeta such articles, Bo as to obtain the ad- 
vantago of the said market place, but driv- 
ing through or across such portions of 
atroets shall not of itself be doomed sufi 
| sient ground for the imposition of any fee.

iz the imposing or levying of any foe in 
respect of any article so ecld, or of any 
Yehiclo in whieh the samo ie conta'ned ; 

(5) It shall not be lawful for any mani 
cipslity passing such by-law to impoto a 
higher tariff or grouter tec upon any arti- 
cle or vehicio than was in force or imposed 
by such municipality ov the first dey of 
March, cno thougend eight handred and 
cighty-two; 

(6) No market fes aball bo levied, col- | 
lected, or imposed by any municipality in 
rospoct of any market plucs or market, or , 
any portion of avy such market plece or 
market boronfter establised, declared, or | 
made in, on, or ont of any street or part 
of any street within suid municipality; | 
Provided always that this sub-section shal} 
not apply to so muoh of any street as im- 
mediately adjoins and abuts upon any 
market equare, either now or hercafter | 
ostabliched as a market place. 

9. Bection eight of this Act shall not 
perly to any municipality where no mar- 
ket foes are now charged or imposed, but 
the other parts of this Act shall apply to 
such municipality in the event of market 
foes being hereafter charged or imposed 
therein. 

10. Nothing in this Act contained 
shall provent any municipality wherein no 
market fees are imposed or charged from 
regulating the eale and the placo of sale of 
any articles within the municipality to the 
extent as it might do before the passing of 
this Act: Provided always that market 
fees within the meaning of this section 
shall not include fees for weighing or 
measuring,

A Young Glel’s Horrible Expertonce while | 
Lylug in a Tranee. 


HOO THMELLING NARTATIVE 


A doapath from Evanavillo, Llod., says 


Josephine Ryxnan, a frichaired, blue-eyed 
young woman, is just recovering from a 
ronarkable il'nes at the home o! her 
tistor, Max. Brown, inthis place. Hor 
pardutg died sowe years ago,und Josephine 


wont t@mvork in St. Jomos,a little village 
near hore. One Saturday night last winter 
who wont to singing school, Sho had not 
beon io her text long when sho felt a very 
strange Sensation aloutthe head accom 
| panied by psionin the back. Sho arose to 
her feot, a4 if to start out of church, when 
Was carried 
fhome. Her friends at firat thonght that 
tho atinok waa bata more fainting spell, 
and the usual restoratives were applied, 
{but the girl continued to lie asit dead, 
Sunday came and wont, bat atill there 
was no change. Tho body bocame colder 
and colder, the cyes wore open and star- 
ing, the lips were apart, there was no 
perceptible pulse, and every indication 
pointed to death. Physiciana pronounced 
life extinct. The priest was sont to ad- 
minister the Jast rites, and the weoping 
sister aud friends of the family pre- 
pared to bid Josephine the Inst farewell. 
‘The coflia was ordered, busy fingers bogan 
to propnre tho white clothes in which to 
bury the corpse, and, in fact every pro- 
paration wae made for tho final scene. 
Thus passed Monday. On the evening of 
that day there was a slight ohango in the 
appearance of the body, which gave the 
startled watohors a taint hope that the girl 
lay in a trence, and that this was bat 
death's counterleit. ‘The body lay on its 
back, with arms folded, jast as the attend- 
ants had placed it. ‘Lhere was not the least 
porosptible breathing; tho eyes still had 
that stony, nomeaning gaze ; the face was 
as pallid as white marble; but the iciness 
of real deatl: was wanting.

with my arms crossed and feet tied to- 
gether, with the lighted cand'es about my 
head, and could see my sisters and neigh- 
bors come and peer into my face, it was 
ewful, I beard every word spoken. My 
body, limbs and arms were as cold as igo. 
{ thonght of the agony of beiog buried 
alive, of being nailed in a coflia and low- 
erod in the ground. I tried to make some 
noise or move just alittle, to let them 
know that I was alive, but it was impos- 
sible. I saw my sisters come in one by 
one and look into my face. ‘Poor Josie, 
she's gone!’ ‘Their tears dropped on my 
hair and their kisses were warm to my 
lips. As they tumed to leave me, it seem- 
ed as is I must make an effort to attract 
their attention, ifonly by moving my ve 
lide. ButIcouldn't doit, I felt like 
creaming. I tried to, but I couldn't 
move a muscle. The priest came in and 
felt my arms and wrists. He shook his 


head. Then he placed his ear to my 
heart. Itwasnouse. He could not hear 
it beat, After saying a short prayer for 


the repose of my soul, lie too tarned and 
left me, and my agony and horror were 
redoubled.  ‘ Will no one find out that I 
live ?’

While one 
of them took bold of my head and turned 
it to one side, the one with the svissors 
began the cutting. I could feel the cold 
stee on my neck, I reslized that this was 
about the last thing they would do before 
patting mo in tho coffia. Lhe women 
began to clip, and in a sccond or two one 
long braid of hair was taken off and laid 
aside.

meat, &." It is to this misleading 
statement that the present controversy is 
due ; and itis but right that the matter 
should be placed on a proper footing.

Kelso's remarks avd held that that what 
conduced to the edneation of students 
could also be profitable to the publio ; that 
the College was for oducating the youth, 
yet it was also to benefit the ‘public if pos- 
sible. It was not charged except by in- 
uendo that the liturgy bas been used. Hoe 
did not believe the liturgy, in a teehunicat 
sense, had been used, but he supposed 
that part of it had bsen used. Ho had 
even heard parts of it used in Presbyter- 
ian charches, not read froma book, but 
repeated from memory, and it was very 
impressive. 

Mr. Keleo asked if Mr. Mitohell bad 
ever heard of the Eng!ish Ohurch liturgy 
being read in a Preabyterian Ohurch.by an 
English Church Minister.

Tt 
was said that these servicesinterfored witn 
the chureh work. There was not a fact to 
prove such a statement. Ho bel eved that 
the churches were not lees attended in con- 
sequence, but rather that the attendance 
had increared. He thought the services 
would do good and he would be thankful 
to havetbem in Belleville, They would 
stir the people up and the churches would 
attract people tothom. He nover knew a 
church to be filled to the doors and work- 
ing energetically that was not a beneliction 
to the churches all round, or a church that 
was dead that did not extend its influences 
to those uround. Tho Presbytery should 
rejoice that the services were held in 
Queen's University, as they made life in 
the churches and were blesved and 
helpiul to the churches and community, 
He spoke as to the hour of holding the 
services, aud showed that it had been 
w sely and discrimivately chosen and did 
not interfere with other church services, 
Speaking of the financial aspect of affairs 
he contended that there were no proofs to 
sustain the charge that the services had 
hart the churches in that respect, and he 
felt satiefied that if the various Treasurers 
were cited before them, instead of a falling 
off there would be an improvement shown 
He did not believe that the finances were 
touchod by the services in Quoen's, for if 
the public wero induced to give liberally 
to Qacon's they would do likewise to their 
churchor.

» There is no quostion moro likely to give | 
rise to future complications than the re- 
lations between the Federal Parliament 
and the Provincial Logislaturo’. Exreri 

ence has proved that tho party fooling 
06 the notions of men in their vari. 
ous public relations, Ip tho neighboring 

ropublio, notwithstanding the conflicting 

intorests of the people, in tho thirty-oight 


States of the Union, the Jvoal quostions 
are held to be subordinate to those on 
which the wholo nation ia divided. Asin 


the States, ao is it in the municipalitios,the 
eloctions of which aro controllel by tho 
party politics of the entire nation. We have 
badas yet but briet oxperience of our 
Federal system: but it is evory day becom- 
ing more clear that the peonla who 
aro separated on the party quosliona 
which dvide the Domivion Parliament 
cannot be i to unite on Provincial 
or oven Municipal issues. There is of 
course no rule withont oxoeptions, and 
there are instances of indivduals acting 
with one party in Dominion and with 
another in Provincial politics, but these 
casos only prose the soundness of the 
goneral role. It must be acknowledged 
that the harmony that has prevailed in 
the Uniied States during upwards of a 
century between the Mederal and State 
Governments, notwithstanding their con 
flicting views on party politios, is strong. 
ly in favor of that feature in thoir ays- 
tem, which has secured state autonomy. 
Notwithstanding the serious antagon- 
ism between the Northero and Southern 
States on the subject of slavery, it may 
be doubted whether it would “have cul- 
minated in Civil war, but for the require- 
ment on part of the South, that the 
Northern States should not only execute 
a fogitive slave law, but likewise reoognizo

the power given to the Dominion Govern- 
ment by the British North America Act 
1867 will be fatal to the Canadian Oonfed- 
eration. Let it be assumed for argument 
sake that the Federal Government could 
disallow an Act of ono of the States of the 
American: Union, and it would follow, 
almost a3 a matter of course, that the 
power wonld be exercised on party grounds 
and with the certain rasults of bringing 
about a speedy dissolution of the Union. 

Experience has proved that the powor 
of interferenc: y exist withont being ex- 
ercised. It will scarcely be denied that 
the object of referring the power of inter- 
fering in Provincial affairs by the Dominion 
Government was to prevent the 
possibility of any one of the Provinces 
adopting a policy prejudicial to the general 
interests of the Dominion. We have ‘iad 
a recent instunce of such interference in 
the disallowance of the Manitoba Acts, 
chartering companies to construct raiiroads 
to connect with forsign lines, and to divert 
traffic from the Canadian Pacific, What- 
over opinion [may be formed as to tie mer- 
its, Of the disallowance, the case seems one 


ya in which it may be fairly held that the 


Dominion whole has an interest. And 
yet the principle of Provincial indepon- 
dence has been invoked on the other side. 
The truth is that those who argue in favor 
of the Dominion right to interference in 
such cases as the Ontario Rivera and 
Streams Bill, and the dismissal of the 
late Lientenant-Governor Letellier, wou'd

ifthe Imperial Government were to exer- 
cise its powers of interferencs even in 
oas¢s in which the interests of the people 
of the United Kingdom were involved. 

At no distant period, and long since the 
concession of responsible Government there 
can be no donbt that the present tariff 
would have been disallowed by the Crown. 
The early ndvooates of responsible Goyern- 
mont were most scrupulous in limiting 
their demands to non-interference on the 
part of the Jiaperia! Government with the 
administration of local affairs, and the com- 
mercial policy of the Colonies was formerly 
looked on as strictly an Imperial uestion. 
In the present day our independence is 80 
completely recognized that the ogly eflect 
ofseparation would be the substitution of re- 
pablioan formonarchicalinstitation:. Would 
such a, result have been attained if Canada 
had been in a position, by Imperial fed- 
eration or otherwise, to take a part in 
Imperial politics? We believe not. If 
wohad Imperial federation, and if the 
dominant parties in Canada were antago- 


mblic policy, we should unquestionably 
on tho same interference in local affairs 
that has been exercised by the Dominion 
Government, and that will continpe to be 
exercised so long as party purposes can 
be served thereby. The resolutions on 


was framed distinctly provided for looal 
Governments “charged with the control 
of local matters in their respective sec- 
tions.’ It never could have been ima- 
gined by tho framers of the Confodoration 
Behome that the power to make lawa on 
the subject defined, might be practically 
annulled by the disallowance of acts by

Government. During the debate in the 
House of Commons Mr. Cardwell, who 
had been himeelf Secretary of State, 
expressed an opinion that the cantral 
Logislatare ought to haye had an “ over- 
riding and controlling power,” but he 
added that ‘tho noble Karl at the Hoad 
of the Colonial office (Lord Carnarvon), 
and my Right Hon. friend (Mr. Addorly) 
are perfectly right in not prossing the ques:

as ho jostly said, not our arrangements 
bot their's, It has boon made by mon of 
groat ability, pationce and temper, and 
thoy have done it with a perlect knowledge 


to deal." .

In the Bevate yesterday the discussion 
on the Deceased Wife's Sister Bill was be- 
gua. Inthe Commons Mr. Mackenzie 
moved an amendment toa motion to go 
into Committee of Su. ply, in whieh he set 
forth the facts respecting the letting of the 
contract to Mr. Onderdonk for tke con- 
struction of the Port Moody and Emory's 
Bar section of the Canada Pacific Railway. 
He eupported it with a brief pointed tpecch. 
Sir Charles Tupper replied at length and 
with angry warmth. Cameron 
(hnrop) rejoined, and to him Mr. Mo-

gave a forcible exposition of the transac- 
tion under discussion, and was followed by 
Sir Jobn Macdonald, who defended the 
action of Sir Charles LTupper and assumed 
the entire responsibility of it on behult ot 
the Government.
